many persons were hurt. 


The terroristic methods

mund were preceded by bitter fighting 
1-etween the Communists and Blue po- 
lice at a nearby mine where commun- 
ist emissaries tried to induce the pump 
men to leave so that the mine would 
be flooded. 
Police attacked the com- 


munist forces and drove them away, 
after two of the police were killed and 
eleven wounded. The communists were 
armed with hand grenades which they 
used effectively. The strike is spread- 
ing into the Rhineland. At Duisburg 
the metal workers went out today.

AND EVERYTHING NICE 


Human milk contains about 7 per cent of sugar 


(lactose of "milk sugar"): cow's milk contains only 
about 4 per cent of lactose. 
The bambino evi 


dently needs more sugar than the calf needs. But 
cow's milk contains about ZV« per cent of proteids 
(the curd parti as compared with only 1% to 2 per 
cent of proteids in human milk. The calf evident- 
ly has more building to,, do. The proportion'of fat 
in human milk and in'cow's milk are about the 
same, say 4 perycent. 


The first requirements in modifying cow's milk 


for the feeding of a young baby is dilution with wa- 
ter, in order to diminish the proportion or strength 
of the curd part, and bring it down to somethin 
like the proteid strength of human milk. But when 
cow's milk is thus reduced with water, say half and 
half, the proportion of fat and sugar in it is also re- 
duced. We don't wanna cheat the baby out of his 
fair rations, so we add some sugar' to the food 
mixture to bring the proportion of sugar up to 
something- like that in human milk. Either lactose 
(sugar of milk) may be used or, if that is too ex- 
pensive, ordinary cane sugar will serve very well for 
most babies. 
Likewise we don't mean to rob the 


baby of his proper ration of fat, which carries the 
vitamine of the milk. So we also add to the food 
mixture some fresh cream or top milk to bring the 
proportion of fat in the. formula up to something 
like that of human milk. 


Another important point of difference between 


human milk and cow's milk, •which must be taken 
into consideration in the feeding of the baby, is that 
the proteid of cow's milk besides being two or three 
times stronger than the amount of human milk 
(the 
calf grows just twice as fast as the bambino 


does), consists chiefly of casein, •which curdles in 
large, tough curds in the process of digestion, where- 
as the proteid of human milk is chiefly lact albumin, 
which curdles in small, flocculent curds in the norm- 
al process of digestion in the baby's stomach. 


So when the calf says 'Baa-baa" he means "Don't 


be alarmed, for I've got plenty of rennin in my 
stummick and ,just the right kind of pancreatic 
juice to take care of dem curds." 


The proteid problem is taken care of, in modify- 


ing cow's milk for infant feeding, not only by re- 
ducing the milk, but also by various procedures, 
which prevent the formation, of large tough curds. 
These procedures serve that purpose. Boiling cow's 
milk for five minutes: adding such alkalis as lime 
water or milk^of magnesia; using cereal "water or 
thin cereal gruel to dilute the cow's milk. 


Xow, children, what I don't know about infant 


feeding fills several ponderous tomes, which I am 
freely consulting as we go along. I am not going 
to tell anybody precisely what or how to feed his'oi- 
lier baby. I'm trying merely to teach the rudiments 
of infant feeding. Every baby is more or less a law 
unto himself and the family, and if your- baby is 
off his feed or if he's getting the wrong- food, con- 
sult your doctor or a. babv -welfare station.

Of Propaganda 


(Ian D, Colvin. in The NatiorjnJ Re- 


view, .London.) 


The French revolution was a tri- 


umph of propaganda ana there has 
been ever since a propaganda to blind 
us to that fact. M. Gustave Lo Bon, 
in his Psychology of Revolution, ex- 
poses "a mass of legends very re- 
mote from reality," as, for example,' 
that the French revolution was a 
spontaneous rising: of the French peo- 
ple inspired by the ideal of political 
freedom. "We may say. here with cer.' 
tainty," ho says, "in the first place 
such movements are never spontane- 
ous and, secondly, that reason takes 
no part in their elaboration." 


The think is done by leaders or! as 


we might call them, propaganders, 
who 
his until the 
geese 
join 
the 


chorus. 
They exaggerate the •discon- 


tent, persuade the discontented that 
the government is the sole cause of 
all the trouble, especially of the pre- 
vailing death, and assure men that 
tlie new system proposed by them will 
engender an age of felicity." 


"The part-of the people," says Le 


Bon, "has been the same in all revo- 
lutions. 
It is never the people that 


conceive them or directs them. 
Its 


activity is released by means of lead- 
ers." 
As for these leaders, Le Bon 


traces them back to anonymous or- 
ders. Jacobin clubs and secret socie- 
ties from which issue the catchwords 
and slogans that direct the fickle pas- 
sions of the mob. 
"Tre crowd," he 


says, "is particularly open to the Im- 
pressions produced, by images. These 
images do not always lie ready to 
hand, but it is possible to evoke them 
by the judicious employment of words 
and formulas."

When all the meat is served, 
the waitress will pass the vegetables, 
beginning with the hosier, the idea 
lying that the host is the one who 
gives the signal to begin to eat. 


We used to be taught as children 


that it was bad form to begin eating 
the meat until all the vegetables were 
served, but this has been done away 
with by a good manv people who pre- 
fer to eat their meat while it is hot 
rather than to wajt until all the vege- 
tables have been passed. 


If the waitress is well trained, it is 


but rarely that she need be spoken to, 
as it is her affair to watch out if 
water or butter or anything else is 
needed by anvonp at the table. It is 
a pretty definite rule that no guest 
should ask the waitress for anything, 
but should address anv such request 
to her hostess.

Are Met By Dr. Reineck 


On His Visit To Japan 


Appleton Physician And His 


Wife Find Themselves Im- 
pressed With The Quaint 
Ways Of Japan And With Its 
Scenes 


Missionaries of the First Congrega- 


tional church of Appleton, Mr. and 
Mrs, Leeds Gulick, were visited by Dr. 
and Mrs. C. E. Reineck while on their 
tour of the principal cities of Japan, 
according- to a letter received from the 
doctor bj- the Post-Crescent. 


The letter was written, in 
March 


while Dr. and Mrs. Reineck were en- 
route from Japan~xto 
Honk 
Kong, 


China. Their Japanese visit was made 
just before the time for the flowers to 
bloom. Much interest was manifested 
in'rikisha trips, in visits to palaces, 
schools and other places. 


Dr. Reineck's -leter follows: 
"I will attempt briefly to convey 


to you a closer picture of the real life 
of Japan as we saw it during our two 
weeks' stay here. 


"On entering the large natural har- 


bor of Yokohoma we were impressed 
by the almost countless ships of all 
sizes and descripyons. 
The artificial 


canals leading therefrom through the 
city were likewise filled with a multi- 
tude of fishing and freight boats, cre- 
ating: an atmosphere o£ great activity. 
On landing at the pier our eyes be- 
held a multitude of 
oddly 
dressed, 


small, dark-haired people, the women 
wearing heavy quilted kimonos, with a 
baby tied on their backs under the 
kimono, their hair done up in—stiff 
oily fashion and wearing no hats or 
head cover of any kind, the men also 
wearing a kimono-like garment, and 
ail wearing •wooden shoes with two 
short stilts fastened to the bottom, the 
length of which depends on the depth 
of the mud. 
The din and ceaseless 


clatter of this footwear on the hard 
pavements and the shouts of the vend- 
ers and rikisha men. give' us our first 
real indelible impression of the 
land 


of the rising sun. 


TRY BTKISHAS 


Our second thrill was the rikisha 


rides. At first one ppchaps has a feel- 
Ing of superiority, sitting comfortably 
In this high two-wheeled, rubber tired 
cart drawn by a small human beast 
who, except on an upgrade, goes alone; 
on a dog trot for hours at a. time; then 
soon you feel guilty foV encouraging 
this beastly condition. The ginrikisha, 
as it is properly called, the common 
means of conveyance in this country, 
is of the greatest use to any tourist. 
In Tokyo, a city of two and a half mil- 
lions, it is said that 'there are 20.000 
rikishas. The rikisha man is proud of 
his station in life, and feels that he has 
more freedom than the average labor- 
er. He earns from 4 to 5 yen per day, 
•which, is ?2 to $2.50 in 
our 
money. 


Skilled laborers receive from 6 to 10 
yen per day. 


'Everywhere one sees men taking the 


^'part" of the (lieast of "burden. 
Two- 


wheeled carts loaded with as much as 
1,200 
pounds are drawn by one man, 
'' Horsedrawn vehicles anS trucks are 


scarce, compared to those drawn by 
mail and the cow, heifer 
or 
oxen. 


Heifers not over a. year old are loaded 
down with two to four 5-sallon wooden 
buckets. Horses invariably are driven 
singly. 
Motor cars, as the autos are 


called here, are still quite rare com- 
pared to our country. Bicycles, near- 
ly all of which have either a trailer, 
side car or ' large ^basket attached, 
are very ^numerous and made use of 
very extensively. 


STREETS CROWDED 


The many narrow streets, unpaved, 


dust,' or mud laden, as the case may 
be. according to rainfall, with their 
numerous open shops and gorgeous 
display of their wares and the multi- 
tude of humanity clattering along, are 
a spectacle not- very soon to be for- 
gotten. The one or two story, tile-roof- 
ed buildings are flustered so closely 
together that not more than 10 or 12 
feet is actualy left for the street. 


Most streets have no sidewalk and 


you walk wherever you see an open- 
ing between rikishas, man-pulled cart, 


v oxen drawn wagon, 
horse cart 
or 


wagon, bicycle or motor car going and 
coming. All are apparently very con- 
genial, anrl_sclclom, if ever, does an 
argument arise as to the right of way. 
The rule here is as elsewhere, except I 
the U. S. A., to take the left side, but 
that is not followed very closely. 


Xearly every large city here has a 


theatre street, wliich is, as a rule, most 
congested oC all. Here, as the name 
suggests, are located most of the the- 
aters, tut also innumerable shops dis- 
playing the largest variety of "junk" 
T ever saw; most of it is made for the 
gullible foreign tourist. 
Most of the 


little shops are dark, admitting no 
sunlight, and have the residence in 
the rear and above, while others have 
their stock upstairs and residence be- 
low. The big cities have several large, 
quite up-to-date 
department 
stores, 


where floors are roverecT with straw 
matting nnd everything is immacu- 
lately clenn. 
The shopper is met at 


Hie entrance by a 
doorman 
who 


/ cleans your shoes of mud or dust and 


slips on a cloth overshoe. The natives 
always remove their wooden sandals 
upon entering any building.

They 
believe in making hay while the sun 
shines.

HS beads and pearls, I have known 
them to ask a price of 400 yen and 
finally took 20. and later on the very 
same sold like hot cakes at from 4 to 
6 yon.

Yesterday, while visiting our last 


.TnpancBO city. Nagasaki, a sign over a 
shop was noticed, thus, "pearl boats" 
instead of pcnrl beads. Many saw the 
point too late, but nevertheless had 
the- thrill of thinking they struck a 
prood bargain. To beat the Jap at his 
mvn game one has to get up good and 
fnrly. 
This explains tho fact that we 


raw not a singlf Hrbrow merchant in 
our wanderings through eight or nine 


large cities having a total population 
of at least six millions. This should 
cast no reflection on the honesty of 
the people here, for outside of their 
holdup game they pull off on the tour- 
ists, they are honest. A story of the 
dishonesty of the Japanese has been 
circulated in the states, and it was said 
that most responsible positions, such 
as tellers in banks, etc., were held by 
Chinese. This is absolutely 
untrue. 


They feel very indignant about such a 
slur on their character, and I don't 
blame them. 


The Japanese government owns the 


whole network of railway lines 
and 


equipment, 
extending 
over 
6,696 


miles, and covering all the chief en- 
tries". Xo efforts have been spared to 
introduce into the train accommoda- 
tion all modern improvements for com 
fort and 
safety. 
There are 
three 


classes of service—first,' 
second and 


third, of which the first two are most 
extensively used. 
Sleeping cars are 


attached to the principal express and 
through trains. 
Dining cars and all 


are under government control. In all 
the cities of any size are found good 
electric car service. 


HAVE TOURIST BUREAU 


The Japanese tourists bureau is a 


semi-official organization, 
established 


by the government, railways, hotels, 
and steamship companies, and pro- 
vides facilities to foreign 
travelers. 


Our course having been 
all pre-ar- 


ranged, little use was made of this 
organization, except for the few inde- 
pendent side trips. 
Hotel rates are 


fixd by this organization, and are 
from six to seven dollars per day, 
per person, American plan. 
A few"|-and 


hotels are very modern, while most 
are second and third class according 
to our standards. 
The. new rlmperial 


hotel at Tokio is a. most unique '.hotel. 
The whole architecture resembles an 
imtnense doll house. The lighting ar- 
rangement is most 
artistic. 
It 
is 


backed up by the government, and 
used extensively by the rulers and, 
upper class. 


School "attendance 
is 
compulsory 


from the sixth to thirteenth year, and 
free to all, the cost being met by local 
taxation. 
After the thirteenth year 


the boy, and in some instances the 
girl, may enter the middle school, 
which takes five years to complete, 
and if they elect to go higher 
they 


must specialize anil prepare for the 
university course. 
Better opportuni- 


ties for higher education for girls are 
provided'in the normal schools. 


VISIT SCHOOL. 


One afternoon vhile strolling by a 


schoolhouse and 
.•=<- Ing 
tho^. large 


number of children in the playground, 
something prompted me to enter and 
see the inside and workings of a. real 
Japanese primary school. 
This in- 


cluded kindergarten and the grades 
up to the thirteenth year. The prin- 
cipal was very kind and pleasant, and 
could talk English enough to make it 
very interesting'. 'He conducted 
me 


through all the classrooms in session 
and explained continually. They have 
adopted the Roman numerals in their 
number.work. They teach chemistry 
with laboratory work in 
the 
fifth 


grade. All seemed to he very much 
interested In their work. 


I should have 
mentioned 
before 


that the schoolhouse was old and the 
equipment likewise. The rooms were 
unheated, while U-mperatiure 
could 


not have been over 45 or 50 degrees. 
The onlyoprovision for heating were 
some charcoal pels such as arc uni- 
versally used in the orient. The heat 
given off from them has little effect 
on the temperature of the room, and 
'can be of service only to toast their 
fingers. I was told that charcoal fire 
was only used 
when 
temperature 


dropped to 40 or below. This miser- 
able heating system prevails through- 


out Japan, its shops, homes and all. 
The now modern school buildings, I 
was told, were being equipped with 
furnaces. 


FIXD LEEDS GULICK 


The 
Christian 
mission 
schonls 


throughout the empire are doing very 
creditable work, and their capacity is 
overtaxed, last year there were five 
or six times as many applicants as 
could be taken. All the missions here 
work in perfect harmony; regardless 
of creed. 
The Japanese people, and 


even the government, almost welcome 
the missionary who practices what he 
Breaches. 
The children of many of 


the influential classes are attending 
mission schools. In some of the large 
government universities the teaching 
of the principles of Christianity are 
tolerated, and a large number of stu- 
dents 
are converted 
every 
year. 


Buddhism, 
the 
prevailing 
religion 


here, has adopted pome of our songs, 
such as "Jesus love? "me, Tes I Know, 
For the Bible tells me so." only in- 
serting BuddHa for Jesus and Budd- 
hism for Bible. In 1S92 some of the 
ruling class is said to have renounced 
Shintoisrn, 
the 
oldest 
belief, 
and 


stated tnat it never had any real re- 
ligious significance. We had the rare 
privilege of meeting: Mr. and Mrs. 
Leeds Gulick. Tho former is a son 
of the famous and well known mis- 
sionary here, and i-= supported by the 
First Congregational church 
of Ap- 


pleton. He is doinjr missionary work 
and 
preparing 
himself 
further by 


learning the language. He asked us 
to bring the message home, that con- 
trary to general belief, he is not mak- 
ing any sacrifice, but considers it a 
very rare privilege to be able to do 
this work. 


In his religion the average Japan- 


ese is dualistic, embracing Shinto and 
Buddhism at the same time. 
A cer- 


tain Buddhist sect during the ninth 
century fused the two religions, and 
hence the tolerance of the one for the 
other. From these two have sprung 
all the famous and beautiful shrines 


temples. These places of worship 


are open to all, and it makes no dif-

MARVEL AT PALACES 


The imperial palaces, old and new. 


«re magnificent, nnd their protections 
very elaborate and massive. A stone 
w.ill perhaps 70 feet liicrh with moat 
on outside and 10 miles 
long sur- 


rounds the palace. 
The new palace 


of the prince is a very modern build- 
ing and not so well fortified. 
At the 


old imperial palace at Kyoto which 
was formerly the scat of Kovernment, 
we were allowed to go through. 
In 


it are still the most marvelous' wood- 
carvings 
and 
paintings that 
the 


seventeenth century produced in the 
far east. Some of the carvings 
are 


double; that is. have a different de- 
sign on each side, and are carved out 
of one solid piece of wood. The stone 
wall around tho old fortification is 
about 70 feet high and contains some 
solid masses of rock not less than 30 
feet long, 12 feet high and G to»S feet 
thick. These were transported about 
100 miles by boat and then 
placed, 


and not by modern machinery either. 


The money system is based on ".the 


gold standard since 1897 and is very 
simple. One yen is approximately 50 
cents. (One yen is 100 sen. One sen 
is one-half cent.) in our money. 
Our 


paper money here is as good as gold 
and is accepted with the greatest of 
pleasure, might say with too great a 
pleasure. 


Farming is carried on wherever a 


piece of land is available. The sides 
of high hills and mountains are ter- 
raced nnd cultivated. 
Irrigation 
Is 


resorted to a. great deal especially for 
the cultivation of rice, and intensive 
agriculture is necessary to 
produce 


enough to feed the millions of men, 
women and children. Practically all 
farm labor is done by* man. 
A great 


deal of fertilizer i<* imported. Farms 
are very small, sovne only a fraction 
of an acre in area. The cost of good 
land is about five to six thousand yen 
per acre. 


LIFE IS SIMPLE 


The average pei«on of Japan lives 


a very simple lif*, Pats mostly, rice 
•ind fish. His clothing, housing and 
furnishing are low in <-o«t. 
and for 


heat he spends little. 
Pnu-tu-ally all 


dwellings 
are 
constructed 
out 
of 


wood. 
Why all tho eitio* are 
not 


wiped out by fires is hard to under- 
stand. 


Tobacco is extensively used in form 


of cigarettes and small 
pipes. 
The 


duty on it is 350 per cent, wo foreign 
tobacco is very io<niy. consequently 
the native prodm •. which looks like 
the hair of a brindlo <_-ow. is used. 


A great deal of alcoholic liquor 
is 


said to be consumed, and is madj 
from rice and called saki. It is not 
very palatable to the foreigner. 
Good 


beer is made here, and imported whis- 
keys of the best kind can be bought 
for about two dollars per quart. Just 
how 1 gained this latter information 
I will leave to your good judgment.
